THE REMEDY AT THE SOUTH. 

Many of our readers may think that the 
times just now are unpropitions for the Re- 
publican party of the South. They will say 
that, notwithstanding its once confessed ma- 
jority in nearly all the States of that section, 
and its apparently permanent hold of South 
Carolina, Mississippi, and Louisiana, where 
the blacks predominate, it has lost, one by 
one, and largely by violent revolution, all its 
strongholds, and been reduced once more to 
a mere Northern party. They may argue, 
also; that the President’s policy surrenders 
the party to this ruinous opposition of phys- 
ical force, and affords he Democrats the ad- 
vantage of a solid South” with which to 
start in future political campaigns, leaving 
to the Republicans a divided North,—which 
was the exact ante-dellum situation. But we 
must regard this view as superficial, because 
it takes notice only of temporary facts. The 
previous prosperity of the Republican party 
at the South was unhealthful and sure to de- 
cay. It rested upon an unnatural condition

of things, occasioned by a Civil War which 


bad overturned the social institutions 
of that section. No matter what 
may be one's theory of government 
by a numerical majority, the logic 
of facts will always show that inexperience 
and incompetence cannot retain the reins of 
power. Intelligence and property will never 
be controlled long by mere ignorance and 
poverty. The Republican party was in a 
false position while represented only by the 
untrained freedmen, led by a few crafty and 
corrupt carpet-baggers, and made partially 
respectable by here and there a merchant or 
school-teather from the North. Such a con- 
dition of things could only last until the 
great body of the whites could recover from 
the stunning effect of the overthrow of the 
Confederacy and the abolition of slavery, 
and could organize for self-protection against 
local corruption and spoliation. We do not 
aver that the misgovernment was universal 
in that section, and we surely are not apolo- 
gists for fraud, or murder, or ‘‘ bulldozing,” 
as practiced in certain States. But we sim- 
ply say that one evil ever produces another ; 
and that a misuse of the ballot-box by the 
ignorant blacks led to results which natural- 
ly occasioned the violence in question, espe- 
cially in the state of mind in which the War 
left the white population. 

In such circumstances there must be, 
first of all, a resolving of things into their 
elements, prior to new solutions and a fresh 
political crystallization. Just now we are in 
the ruins of a building which, poorly con- 
structed, has fallen with much damage to 
life and property. The outlook amid the 
dust and debris is not very clear. But it is 
wise to accept the situation in the sense of 
recognizing the facts, and determining to 
avoid the errors of the previous structure. 
It is something*‘to have got rid of the past 
so far that the Republican party no longer 
stands sponsor for the peculiarities of legis- 
lation, judicial decisions, financial proceed- 
ings, and Gubernatorial and Senatorial elec- 
tions in South Carolina, Alabama, Missis- 


sippi, and Louisiana. No party could float 


with such a millstone around its neck. 
Sometimes the best thing fora man who is 
overloaded with a multitade of complicated 
pecuniary transactions, and has been 
caught in the storm of a financial 
crisis, is to go into bankruptcy, clear 
up all entanglements, and prepare to start 
again, Let us be, honest, and confess that 
just now the Republican party at the South 
is passing through bankruptcy. Not improb- 
ably the Democratic party in that section 
and elsewhere may be compelled to do the 
same, for its debts to justice are innumera- 
ble and past its power topay. But, how- 
ever that may be, let us be wise enough to 
settle our own affairs as best we may. At 
present we are in a minority at the South ; 
but we shall not remain so if we cut loose 
from all connection with corruption, and 
plant our party on the simple basis of equal 
rights for all, including the natural right of 
education and property, whether white or 
colored, to conduct the active operations of 
Government. 

The ambition of the negro to hold office, 
irrespective of his competence, must. be re- 
pressed by his friends. He must also be 
told that it is not a hundredth part as impor- 
tant for him immediately to exercise his priv- 
ilege as a voter as it is for him to prepare by 
education to exercise it intelligently. Let 
us not be in such haste to lay the top stone 
of the political edifice before we lay its 
foundation. The common school is just 
now the institution that should be 
most popular with the friends of 
the freedmen. Then let the best 
minds among them receive a higher culture, 
that there may be enlightened leaders as well 
as well-informed followers, and the future is 
insured. When the negro voters can all 
read and write, and when they shall have a 
body of thoroughly-educated teachers, editors, 
physicians, lawyers, and clergymen of their 
own color, they will infallibly protect them- 
selves. Knowledge will once more be found

THE PUBLIC CREDIT. 

The only rational objection which is urged 
against the remonetization of the silver dol- 
lar is that it will be a breach of faith to our 
national creditors, who, it is claimed, have a 
moral right to be paid in gold. Among 
those who oppose the remonetization of sil- 
ver on this ground is the New York Tribune, 
which paper, however, has the candor to 
admit : 

It is true, asour Washington dispatches state, 
that the registered and coupon 4% per cent bonds 
are payable, according to the laws authorizing 
their issue and according to the language printed 
upon the face of the bonds, in United States coins 
as established in the laws existing in 1870, At 
the time the laws provided forthe coinage of a 
silver dollar, and in strict constraction of law the 
bonds are payable in silver dollars if the United 
States should determine to resume the coinage of 
dollars not inferior in weight and fineness to those 
then authorized. 

That is a complete answer to the whole 
objection. The contract was to pay the bonds 
in the coin of the United States, silver and 
gold, a legal tender and of the weight and 
fineness as established by law in force in 
July, 1870. That contract is written on the 
face of the bond. Itis not a mere techni- 
cality. There was at that time pending a 
proposition for an international standard of 
coin by which the American eagle, and the 
silver dollar, and the British sovereign, and” 
the silver shilling, and the French, German, 
Austrian, and all coinage of all other coun- 
tries, should have equivalent values according 
to their denominations. Thusthe half eagle 
and British sovereign: and the 25-franc 
French piece should be of the same weight 
and fineness, and the 5-franc silver and the 
American dollar and the silver coinage of 
smaller denominations should have equiv- 
alent weights and be of the same fineness. 
It was in view of the pendency of a proposition 
of this kind which, if adopted, would have 
necessitated a reduction in the weight of the 
American eagle and of the American silver 
dollar, that thie stipulation was put in the 
act of 1870. The contract was that, if the 
United States should alter its coinage, the 
bond was nevertheless to be paid in the 
„dollar of tie fathers,” of which, on the 
14th of July, 1870, the American silver dol- 
lar was by law the standard. 

It is true that in the meantime silver has 
declined in value. That decline is, however, 
temporary. Before 1874 the silver dollar 
was worth 103 cents in gold. To remonetize 
silver in this country will have the eff ect of 
giving an increased value to the metal, and 
long before the date for resuming specie 
payments the silver dollar will probably be 
at par in gold. For hundreds of years it has 
maintained an almost uniform relation of 
value with gold; the disturbance in 
the relative values of the two 


metals has been repeatedly in favor of the 


silver. The disturbance, however, has never 
been more than temporary, and in this case 


it will be no more. The over-sensitive gen-- 


try who object to restoring silver coinage 
plead that, silver having fallen, it would be 
dishonest to make it a legal tender, even if 
payment in silver be the contract. Suppose 
the demonetizing act of 1873 had never been 
passed, then the silver dollar would not only 
be a legal tender at this time for all pur- 
poses, but its coinage would be free and un- 
limited, despite the decline in value of the 
metal. Would it be dishonest to pay debts 
with silver dollars under such circumstances ?

THE GEORGIA CONSTITUTION. 

Returns from the late election in Georgia 
indicate that the question of calling a Con- 
stitutional Convention has been decided in 
the affirmative. ‘The issue involved in this 
election has been obscured, partly by design 
and partly through carelessness. Some of 
the moderate Democratic organs, like the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, have been at 
great pains to state all the small reasons in 
favor of calling a Convention, and to give 
prominence to all except the most important 
one. But there is not the same degree of 
squeamishness in the Bourbon strongholds 
of Georgia, and it is possible to learn from 
the utterances of newspapers and public 
men in that State what motives have inspired 
the holding of the election and what gains 
are expected to be derived from it. The 
present Constitution of Georgia was framed 
by a Convention held in 1867-’8. It is the 
fashion now in that State to say that the 
Constitution was ‘‘ crammed down the throats 
of the people” by military authority, and 
that it expressed the will only of a corrupt 
Federal oligarchy. The Savannah Ves as- 
serts that it was ‘‘ enacted by the aid of ig- 
norant malignants, ratified by fraud, and 
enforced by Federal bayonets”; that it de- 
prived the State of Georgia of her position 
of an equal in the American sisterhood of 
sovereign States; that it was contrived by 
her enemies for her humiliation and oppres- 
sion”; and that ‘‘it brands her sons, the 
living and the heroic dead, as traitors.” The 
Augusta Chronele raves in the same con- 
nection: ‘“‘ The organic law of the Empire 
State of the South was framed by such men 
as Buiiock, Buiopertr, Coniry, Bran, 
Sroxx, Asnnunx, Barant, Bnablxx, Turner, 
Nichanssox, and  Srearns, Its adoption 
was opposed by the intelligence, the virtue, 
and the property of the State. It was 
crammed down our throats by force, fraud, 
and ignorance ; by the power of the sword, 
by the votes of persons who were driven to 
the polls like sheep to the shambles, by the 
mavipulations of an adroit and unscrupulous 
Returning Board, known as Commissioners 
of Registration. Is it any wonder, then, 
that the people should desire to change a 
Constitution made by such men and adopted 
by such means?” 

Arguments which proceed by invective and 
denunciation are always effective with the 
bigoted and ignorant; and the people of 
Georgia have doubtless been persuaded by 
statements such as have been quoted above 
to vote for a new Constitution, although few 
of them kuow exactly what constitutes the 
defect of the one at present in force. The 
only precise objection to the Constitution 
that has been made in Georgia will not be 
accorded much weight in Illinois, oF else- 
where in the North. It is, in brief, that the 
Constitution rejects the doctrine of State 
rights, and recognizes the supremacy of the 
National Government. Sec. 33 is as follows: 

The State of Georgia shall ever remain a member 
of the American Union. The people thereof are 3 
part of the American nation. Every citizen 
thereof owes paramount allegiance to the Consti- 


tution and Government of the United States, and 
no law or ordinance in contravention or subversion 


. shall eve: have binding force. 


There is nothing shocking or subversive 
of good government in this provision, and 
the people of the North, instead of viewing 
it with alarm, would regard it onlyas a state- 
ment of existing facts. It ouglit to be ac- 
cepted in the South as a natural sequence of 
events. Yet a “statesman” who makes as 
large claims to breadth of vision as Senator 
HILL. declares that the Constitution brands 
the late War as a rebellion, thus insulting 
the living and dishonoring the patriotic 
dead.” Senator HN is correct in the first 
branch of his proposition. The Constitution 
does brand the late War asa rebellion,” 
and it is all the better on that account; but 
it does not, as a necessary consequence, 
either insult the living or dishonor the dead.

A ROYAL PAUPER. 

Victor EMANUBL has again in his 
now famous role of the Pauper . His ne- 
cessities have been freshiy exposed to the Ital- 
iau Parliament, and an appeal has been made on 
his behalf to the sympathies of the people. The 
Ministry has drafted a biil to raise the King’s 
income from 12,000,000 francs to 14,000,000 francs 
annually, allowing 3,000,000 francs for the per- 
sonal expenses of the sovereign. American read- 
ers accustomed to the simplicity of Republican 
iastttutions and the severe economy of our own 
Government will not at first appreciate the sad 
state of the Italian King. For their benefit it 
may be well to explain that Victron Eman- 
UEL, notwithstanding the straitened condition of 
his finances, is a generous as well as a merry 
soul, and, in his expenses if not in his revenues, 
every inch a King. His gifts and charities are 
magnificent. On one occasion he presented 150 
watches to objects of his favor. and ordinary 
marks of his approbation are mosaic tables, oil 
portraits of himself, Arab horses, and costly 
jewels. His largess is as wide and spontaneous 
in the direction of benevolent institutions. He 
has lately made an allowance of $1,200 annually 
from his private purse for Madame Scuwana’s 
charity schools in Naples. His private expenses 


are enormous. Forty or fifty horses feed in | 


the Royal stabics; 343 palaces are main- 
tained for the King’s personal use, at. an 
expense of $200,000 annually; and the 
expenditures of his household are such as be- 
come a mighty potentate. There seems to be 
but one conceivable remedy for the deficit in 
the Royal revenues known to the Italian Parlia- 
ment, namely, an increase in the appropriations. 
The palaces must be maintained; not one horse 
can be spared, nor a mosaic table or an oil 
painting. The Republican remedy would prob- 
ably be very different; it would consist in cut- 
ting down expenses until they should come 
within the appropriations. This remedy would 
be especially convenient in Italy at the present 
time, since the finances of that Kingdom are 
now in a deplorably bad condition, and the prob- 
lem of raising taxes sufficient to pay interest on 
the debt and keep the Government running en- 
gages the attention of the best minds in Parlia- 
ment. But the Government has a majority in 
Parliament too large to enforce upon it the les- 
son of economy. The bill increasing the King’s 
income passed.its prelimimary stages by an 
overwhelming ‘majority. There was mach said 
of the antiquity and poverty of the House of 
Savoy, and comparatively little of the public 
debt. Members reminded each other that the 
Royal house had existed a thousand 
years, and, with every opportunity of en- 
riching itself, had never done so. But 
nobody remarked that there had been for 
years a deficit annually reportea in the 
budget. There were only thirty-one members 
independent enough to raise any voice against 
the increase, and their objection took the shape 
of a movement against the form of the bill. 
They proposed a modification of the existing 
laws in such a manner that all the Royal expend- 
itures, except those for personal uses, should 
be supervised by Parliament. No doubt such a 
change would be beneficial, and, no doubt also, 
it will not be made, unless the Government re- 
ccives many more reminders of the necessity of 
retrenchment in every direction, and the im pro- 
priety of Royal splendor purchased by a loss of 
national credit. 


A shrewd female reporter of the New York 
Graphic lately made application to the various 
divorce-lawyers of that city for a separation 
from her husband. Her statement of the re- 
sults is probably not too highly colored, and it 


affords an excellent illustration of the extent of 


the iniquity in which these matrimonial brokers 
are engaged. She informed one of the divorce- 
lawyers that she had no cause of complaint 
against her husband; that ne was faithful and 
indulgent, and that her only reason for desiring 
a separation was that she had become tired of 
matrimonial life. The lawyer advised her 
to desert Ber husband, remove to New 
Jersey, and employ a detective, prom- 
ising within a reasonable time to procure 
proofs of her lhusband’s infidelity. The 
price of this conspiracy was to be $250. Appli- 
cations to four other ‘divorce-brokers, with a 
similar statement of the facts, resulted in sub- 
stantially the same manver. It has been no 
secret that the divorce-lawyers of the United 
States have promoted a large share of the sepa- 
ratious between husband and wife that have oc- 
curred in this country, and, by making divorce 
easy, have also made it scandalously frequent, 
destroving the happiness of many homes that 
but for them might have been pregerved. The 
evil has assumed such magnitude that it im- 


peratively demands reform and areformer. Who~

JOAQUIN FLORENZO, 
a native of the Philippine Islands, about 35 years 
old, was a shoemaker by trade. On the mornin 
of Jan. 17, 1876, he made his appearance as usua 
at the shoe-factory, No. 152 Royal street, in this 
city, where he was employed, and bidding all present 
a pleasant good-morning, entered into conversa- 
tion with a fellow-workman, a Mexican named 
Raphael Gonzales, with no apparent excitement. 
Presently, without a word of warning, he drew a 
revolver, and fired at Gonzales without effect. He 
cocked his weapon for a second shot, but was 
seized before he could execute his intention. He 
was placed in the hands of a police-officer, when 
he stated that he had killed his wife that morning. 
On being conducted to his place of residence, the 
room of the unfortunate colored woman whom he 
called his wife, Marie Louise by name, was found 
in great disorder,—clothing. money, and jewelry 
being scattered about in every direction. In one 
corner of the room was what 8 to be a heap 
of clothing, under which was found the bleeding 
body of Marie Louise, covered with wounds. Flo- 
renzo stated that he had discovered a plot on the 
rt of his wiie and the Mexican Gonzales to rob 
im, and afterward to leave for Mexico, and he 
had therefore killed ber. Florenzo learned his 
trade of shoemaking in Havana. and spoke Spanish. 
Like Morris, he never expressed any sorrow for 
his deed, and attempted no defense. He had been 
in the Parieh Prison more than a year since his 
sentence, had given a good many indications of in- 
sanity, and had exhibited no desire to avoid his 
a If he really were insane. however, hanging 
would be afar more merciful fate than confine- 
ment in the Insane Asylam of the State, the con- 
dition of which is a burning shame and disgrace to 
Louisiana. 


ADRIEN EVEQUE, 

the third of the murderers, was aleo a colored 
man, as wae his victim, named Richard Jumer. 
The affair took place ata ball given by a colored 
association, at which Jumer acted as a Com- 
missioner for the purpose of keeping order, on 
the morning of Feb. 6, 1870. The ball was in- 
deed over, and the merry-makers were hurrying to 
their homes, when Eveque and a party of his 
friends appeared at the door, and were refused ad- 
mittance by Jumer. Hard words and blows en- 
sued, but the parties were separated. Shortly af- 
teward they met in a bar-room, when some one of 
Eveque's party said. Jumer must be got rid of.” 
Without a word, Eveque drew a pistol from his 
pocket, and, taking deliberate aim, fired, the bul- 
let entering Jumer's forehead, and making its exit 
through the back of his sal. Jumer fell dead 
upon the floor, and Eveque was at once arrested. 
—.— shortly afterward tried and found guilty of 
murder. 


ANOTHER.

Darrox. O., June 15.—Harry Adame was hung 
at 12:30 here to-day, for the murder of Henry 
Mulharen, a soMier, on Feb. 13, 1876. Mul- 
baren wae an inmate of the Soldiers’ Home, and 
the day before the murder he drew his pension of 
$50. He then came into the city, and went to a 
house of ill-fame, where he met Adams. In treat- 
ing, Adams saw Mulbaren had money, and fol- 
lowed and murdered him. Adams was the para- 
mour of the landlady where Mullharren came. 
When Mulharen stepped out on the strect, Adams 
took a hammer, followed him, mashed in hie skull, 
apd left him lying in the gutter. Adams failed to 
get the money and was arrested, tried, and con- 
victed. 

Adams met his doom much unconcerned. He 
made a speech on the gallows, and declared his 
innocence. His last words were a terrible bharangue. 
He was either drunk or crazy; he laughed. used 
slang, and gave his enemies a going over. He said 
Jennie Smith had murdered Mulharen. His reck- 
leseness was remarkablo. 

The execution was perfect. After thanking the 
Sheriff and Father Nicholas, prayer was offered. 
He dropped, and in fifteen minutes was dead. It 
was expected he would make a confession, but he 
stubbornly held to the old story, and died with it 
on his lips. 5 

THE CRIME 
for which Adams was executed to-day was com- 
mitted Feb. 14, 1876,—the victim being a dimabied 
soldier, an inmate of the Soldiers’ Home at this 
place. The circumstances were of that pecauiiarly- 
brutal character which rendered the work of to - day 
a seeming necessity. Henry Mulharen, the victim, 
who bad been an inmate of the Home for some 
time. was, generally speaking. an inoffensive and 
quiet man, except perhaps at such times as he was 
under the influence of liquor. Adama, who had 
lived here since 1874, had during his stay made 
himself notorious by his assomation with the 
lowest characters of the town, and a course of 
conduct which réndered ‘hie life a constant re- 
proach anda terror to the community. The mur- 
der, which was avowedly premeditated, was com- 
mitted for none other than a mercenary motive. 
and with a total gain to the guilty man of but about 
$30. Adams’ friends, most of whom resided in 
Pennsylvania, have made unceasing efforts for 3 
commutation of hie sentence. but the crime was s0 


outrageous that even the tardy wheels of Justice 


refused longer to be delayed, and the guilty 
wretch, after a delay of one month by the Supreme 
Court and a reprieve of twenty days by the Gov- 
ernor, finally paid the penalty of his crime, as di- 
rected by law and demanded by public opin- 
jon. 
THE DETAILS OF THE CRIME, 

as gathered by your correspondent, are as follows: 
Mulharen, the victim, had received his bounty- 
money, and, with about $30, had repaired, with a 
companion, to a house of ill-fame kept by a Mrs. 
Huffman, on South Brown street. Being some- 
what intoxicated, he exhibited his little stock of 
money freely, and excited the cupidity of Adams, 
who was there in company with Jennie Smith, a 


notorious prostitute, then hie avowed friend. bot | 


since the principal witness against bim. Adams 
declared that he would have the money. and asked 
Jennie to assist him in getting it. She refused. 
when he deliberately undertook the task alone, 
threatening her with death if she revealed his pur- 
pose or his crime after its completion. He first 
made Mulharen’s companion drunk. and sent him 
to bed. and then prepared to carry into execution 
bis intended crime. He induced Mulharen to ac- 
company him to several saloons, and by frequent 
treating made him drunk. He continued in bis 
company until darkness had set in, when, starting 
Mulharen home, he returned quickly to Mrs. Huff- 
man's, and, procuring a heavy hammer, set out on 
the tract of his victim. Jennie Smith, the prosti- 
tute, knowing hie purpose, tried to dissuade him 
and cause him to stay. He, however, refused,

EXTRAORDINARY. 

A CHAPTER OF CRIME NOT OFTEN WRITTEN. 

Sr. Lovis, June 15.—The Globe-Democrat has 
a special from Rockwell, Texas, which gives a 
graphic account of a remarkable murder and sui- 
cide recently committed there. It appears that in 
the latter part of Aprii, 1875, Emberry Cannon, 
hisson William, and two nephews got on a big 
spree in Rockwell and created a great distarbance 
in that town till a late hour of night. 

SHERIFF ALEX. C. STARKS 
was on intimate terms with the Cannons, and en- 
deavored to persuade them to desist from their 
riotous proceedings, but was unsuccessful. He 
then warned them that, if they did not stop dis- 
turbing the peace, he would be obliged to 
lock them up. This enly made them 
worse, and the whole party assaulted the 
Sherif’ and beat and cut him very 
severely. During the melee the Sheriff drew his 
revolver and snapped it several times, but none of 
the chambersexploded. The party ecattered, how- 
ever, and Starks, procuring a better weapon, fol- 
lowed the Cannons with the intention of arrest- 
ing them. He found them in a billiard-saleen, and 
was again set upon by the whole party, and, while 
defending himself, shot and 

KILLED WILLIAM CANNONS. 

This ended the amicable relation between Starks 
and the Cannons, and, some time afterwards, 
Starke was notified that Emberry Cannon was trying 
to hire some desperado to assassinate him. This 
became so evident that Starks offered his farm for 
sale, with the intention of moving to some other 
Place. where he would be more secure. In 
September, 1876, 4 stranger appeared in 
Rockwall singularly dressed and armed with a 
double-barreled shot-gun and several revolvers. 
He pretended to want to buy a farm, and was re- 
ferred to Starks as having one forsale. He calied 
on Starke, and, after a short conversation, both 
started for the farm, Starks going in opposition to 
the earnest entreaty of his wife, and the advice of 
some Peighbors. 

II NEVER RETURNED ALIVE, 

bat the next morning his dead body was found in 
the woods with a load of buckshot in his head. The 
murderer fied. It was subsequently learned that 
his name was George W. Garner. In October fol-

HAD SHOT THE SHERIFF OF LEE COUNTY, TEXAS, 
while that officer was attempting his arrest, and re- 
wards aggregating $1,000 were offered for him. 
When the Sheriff of Lee County recovered from his 
wounds he determined to cap*ure Garner, and, 
efter a long search, found him in a 
littie town near Little Rock, Ark., 
and succeeded in arresting and taking 
him to Lee County, where he was turned over to

New York, Jane 15.—Tweed's friends are much 
discouraged by the failure of the authorities to ac- 
cept his State's evidence against the Ring officiais 
and let him free. There is reason to 
believe the failure was caused by counter - 
evidence showing that much of Tweed's 
professed testimony would be over- 
whelmed by rebutting evidence; aleo that he trans- 
ferred to Europe the proceeds of a large amount of 
proverty which is still within his control, and 
ought to be surrendered to the city, from which it 
was piandered. It now appears that the imputa- 
tions against Senator Woodin were wholly false as 
regards the latter, but the truth fally applied to one 
Wood, and that Woodin's name was substituted 
only because he was larger game, and his distinc- 
tion would therefore command a larger rate in cal- 
culating the price of Tweed's release. It ie now 
said privately that Tweed can escape from his 
dangerous criminal indictment only by such liberal 
cash settlement of the civil suite which it is be- 
lieved that he still has the means to make.

FINANCIAL. 


There were more transactions in Gnancial circles 
of a routine character, as the clearings indicated, 
but no increased demand for accommodations made 
itself felt. The supply of paper of all kinds was 
mall; regular customers are not in need of ex- 
tensive advances, and there are few outside bor- 
rowers. The surplus means of the banks are con- 
sequently accumulating, and the discount lines are 


decreasing. 

Rates of discount are 8@10 per cent at the banks 
to regular customers, on the street the usual vari- 
ations are made on bank rates. 

New York exchange continues scarce, and was 
sold between banks at 50@75c per $1,000 pre- 
mium. 

The clearings were $3, 300, 000. 

THE PROPOSED BANK CONTRACTION OF LEGAL- 
' TENDERS. 

There is little apparent prospect now that the 
New York scheme for the contraction of the legal- 
tender currency by alternate withdrawals and re- 
nes of bank- notes will be carried out. The 
great publicity given the plan, and the eeneral dis- 
favor with which a process so plainly aside from 
the intent of the law and so nearly allied toa 
trick were generally regarded, have caused it to 
be abandoned.

other than the fears of the talkers. The Chief In- 
spector of Grain and a number of the Committee 
on Appeals from Grain Inspection were inter- 
viewed on the subject, and both declared that there 
is not so far the least foundation in fact for any of 
the rumors that have been floated about in regard 
to it. We note that holders of corn do not seem 
to be distressed; it is the men who do not own a 
bushel that are afraid it will spoil. 

Dry goods were quiet and steady. The grocery 
market had no specially new features, a fair de- 
mand existing at substantially former quotations, 
The European beet-sugar crop for the season of 
1876-77 is now given at 995,000 tons, against 
1, 317, 683 tons for the previous season; 1,145, 885 
tons for 1874-75, and 1. 164, 248 tons for 1873-74. 
The prospects for the next crop are not promising, 
as the area under cultivation ie very little larger 
than that of last year, and the weather has been 
auch that the farmers have been unable to devote 
the neual attention to the culture of the root. In 
the butter market there was fair activity and sales 
were effected at very full prices. Cheese remained 
weak and unsettled, in sympathy with the Eastern 
market. There was a good degree of activity in 
the fish trade at fully-sustained prices. No changes 
were apparent in the market for oils, paints, and 
colors. Leather, bagging, tobacco, coal, and wood 
remained quict and unchanged, In foreign and 
domestic dried fuits a quiet business was in prog- 
ress at generally steady prices. Prupes were weak 
and kc lower for new. 

The lumber market was quiet and steady, The 
offerings were small and soon sold at recent prices. 
Tue yard trade continues good, and most grades 
are firm. Broom- corn was quiet and firm, the 
bulkof the stock in the West now being in the 
hands of a few dealers. Wool was quiet and un- 
changed. A few small lots of seed were sold, but 
the offerings were small and the market necessarily 
quiet. Hides were steady. Timothy hay was in 
fair request and eteddy, and other grades were 
dull. Potatoes continue firm, the supply still being 
inadequate. Poultry was slow. Green fruits sold 
readily, and strawberries were firmer, owing to 
smaller receipts. 

Lake freights were mederately active, at un 
changed rates, on the basis of 2c for corn to Buffa- 
lo. Room was taken for 5,000 bu wheat and 115, 
000 bu corn, 17,000 bu oate,and 54,000 bu barley.

THE NEW STORAGE RATES. 

A change in the rate of storage due on deliveries 
of regular grain will soon be in order. We 
present herewith what ought to be a sufficient ex- 
planation of the new conditions as compared with 
the old. It is the resolution adopted by the Board 
of Trade May ae 

Resotved, Tha contracts for grain 
made 2 patos to July 1. the Ph nay be 2 sub- 
jec 2c per ba storage, whether deliverable before 
or after July 1. and the grain shall be d 
ject to the new rate ot party ot but in 4. — of deliveries 
after July 1 of receipts subject to less than 2c per bu for 
the first term of storage, the seiler shall not be entitled 
to add any sum to equalize such storage with the rate 


of 2c per bu. In either case the deliveries to be subject 
to the other requirements of Rule 24. 


We are not quite sure of the meaning of the 
above, though the trade may possibly understand 
it. The plain English of the resolution seems to 
be (if susceptible of translation at ih) thet all 
grain made (or grown) prior to July 1 shall be de- 
liyerable subject to 2c storage. The natural in- 
ference is that grain made (or grown) after July 1 
is not deliverable at ail. The grammatical con- 
struction preciudes the idea that the sentence on 
all contracts for grain made prior to July 1” is 
meant on all grain contracte made, etc. 
Furthermore, the resolution says:: The grain 
shall be deliverable subject to 2c storage, whether 
deliverable before or after July 1:;” and still 
further on it says, and the grain all be de- 
liverable subject to the new rate of storage,” etc. 
Altogether, the resolution is such an excellent 
specimen of excellent English composition as to 
deserve for its author a furtner advance of salary, 
if he be a salaried official.

THE TERRIBLE WHIRLWIND. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., June 15.—A thunder-storm 
prevailed here nearly all last night. It began about 
6 o'clock last evening, and was terrific in its dis- 
plays of electricity and volumes of water from 7 to 
8, at which latter time a tornado crossed the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul track about ten miles southeast, 
near Langdon Station. The track of the tornado 
begins about a mile northeast of Langdon, thence 
extends northeasterly two miles, and thence south- 
easterly about half a mile, to where the whirlwind 
raised above the earth. In the narrow track of the 
storm trees, fences, telegraph- poles, and buildings 
were demolished, beavy oak trees being twisted 
of. Half a mile of telegraph-poles were torn out 
from the ground and widely scattered, fencing dis- 
appeared, and houses were left in the fragments of 
the orginal materials. The first house struck was 
occupied by Ed Welsh, a farmer. Welsh was 
struck by timbers and seriously injured. His 
brother-in-law and children in the house escaped 
with slight bruises, though Mr. Smith’s brother- 
in-law had to risk his life in quickly throwing two 
children out from the moving and breaking build- 
ing. Mrs. Welsh was out doors tting chickens 
under sbeiter. Her remains were found some dis- 
tance away from the foot of a tree from which 
large limbs were torun by the storm. Her 
head was e and her brains scattered 
in the vicinity. It is supposed that she was struck 
by some object whirling in the tornado, or was 
dashed against the tree. Lionses, barns, and other 
build: were also destroyed on the farms of C.

SUPT. PICKARD, 
WHY RI RESIGNED. 
Some of the members of the Board of Education 
expressed considerable surprise when the 
resignation of School-Superintendent Pickard 
was read before the meeting last Thurs- 
and the cause thereof has 
since been a matter of speculation among those 
who have been interested in the proceedings for 


some time back. The real reasons which prom: ted 
Mr. Pickard to take this, step are not deiinitely 
known, but a shrewd güesser might surmise many 
things which look reasonable. ‘Ihe trouble proba- 
bly does not lie in the salary question, aq many 
might at first suppose, but in a general dissatisfac- 
tion growing out of asort of feeiing existing be- 
tween the Superintendent and his Assistant. 

Inthe first place, Mr. Doty, who now occupies 
the position of Assistant Superintendent, was not 
Mr. Pickard’s nomination. He was brought here 
from Detroit about two years ayo, where he nad 
officiated in the capacity of Superintendent of 
Schools for a previous term with satisfaction to the 
people, and given the position which he now holds 
under Mr. Pickard. It is said that the latter would 
have preferred to have had one of the High-School 
teachers in the city promoted to the place. but in 
this his wishes were not gratified. Then the 
School law provides that the Assistant snall act 
under the direction of the Superintendent in all office 
and general work. But itis alleged Mr. Doty bas 
acted ina measure independentiy. He has, it is 
true, obeyed ull of Mr. Fickard's directions in re- 
gard to visiti schools, 
uniformly faile to re 
Superintendent the state o He would 
also take prompt action on his owa account in such 
matters, such as getting circulars printed and send- 
ing them out to the various Principals and teachers, 
directing them to report to him, and other things 
3 sim —— nature.

creased to $2,500, while the Superintendent's was 
allowed to stand at $3,000. It is thought, how- 
ever, that he would have waived this point 
of obdjection, as he has always ap- 
peared to be well § satisiied with the 
salary which he was receiving; but the support 
and encouragement of a majority of the members 
of the Board had appeared to be with the Assistant 
since his advent to this city. For instance, when

PATT! AND NICCOLINI, 

The Berlin Theatre was crowded. Cares of bus- 
iness and affairs of State were forgotten. The 
boxes glittered with all that was brilliant in Berlin 
society, and the audience divided their interest 
between the King and the stage. It was a gala 
night in musical circles, for Niccolini and Patti 
were to appear. Patti had separated from the 
Marquis of Caux, and scandal, only half satisfied, 
was speculating on the detaila, when she was an- 


nounced to appear. 

The cecteiu WES up and the audience sat breath- 
less. There was something realistic in the opera 
they had never seen there before. There was an 
intensity of passion that carried it beyond the 
realm of operatic performance and made the scene 
a page from life. There was a tempest in Nicco- 
lini urging him, whither he scarcely knew, and 
Patti's voice was controiled by à power stronger 
than her love for the stage and her adoration of 
herart. All Europe blazed with the story, and 
wherever the names of Patti and Niccolini were 
known the news of the affection that had sprung 
up between them found welcome. Caux was for- 
gotten, anu society assigned the great singers to 
each other with a parental ben. diction. 

Patti is well known here, Niccolini only by his 
reputation in his profession, but in Europe there 
are many pretty stories told of the great tenor's 
kindness of heart and eelf-abnegatiop when he can 
assist a straggling fellow-creature.

In Germany one day while 
lingering aitectionately Over an instrument just 
from the workman's hatds, he noticed an old man 
bending over a piano- case, mumbling to himself. 
and arranging and rearranging the stri Be- 
coming interested in the old man, Niccolini asked 
him the nature of his occupation. The 
workman told him, and told him, two, 
of his hopes and fears, and the years he had spent 
ina vain endeavor to atcoinplish somcthing that 
seemed then as far off as ever. It was long after 
that when the tenor sat down toa new piano one 
day, and in his warm eulogium upon its perfection,

THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 
TURKEY. By James Baxen, M. A., Lieutentnt 
Colonel Auriliary Forces, Formerly Eighth Hus- 
sars. New York: Henry Holt & Co. 
— McClurg & Co. 


In the summer of 1874, Col. Baker visited 
Turkey for the purpose of examining the in- 
daucements held out to the capitalist by the 
numerous landed estates which are for sale 
within its domain. He disembarked at Bur- 
gas, a town at the southern edge of the Balkan 
range, on the Black Sea, and distant from Con- 
stantinople twelve hours’ journey by steam. 
From this point he traveled inland, along the 
south side of the Balkan Mountains, to Solpat, 
where he crossed to the Danube plain, and, 
again returning, proceeded to Salonica, in the 
southern part of the State, on the Gulf of the 
same name. The result of his investigation 
was the purchase of several estates, and a resi- 
dence for the greater part of the time since 
within the boundaries of the Turkish Empire. 

From the knowledge gained in this experi- 
ence, Col. Baker has written the volume enti- 
tled Turkey.“ The work is based upon an 
itineracy of the journey, whose extent and di- 
rection have been indicated, but the record is 
frequently interrupted by the introduction of

. protracted histories of the different races which 


inhabit the country, and of accounts of the ex- 
isting state of the Turkish army and navy, of 
agriculture, taxation, and other matters relating 
to the institutions and customs of the nation. 
The effect of this arrangement is unfortunate, 
producing a lack of unity and method, which 
materially interferes with the enjuyment one is 
led to expect from the book. 

Col. Baker is very favorably disposea toward 
the Turks, and in every way is inclined to rep- 
resent them ina pleasing light. He is obliged 
to confess the apathy which rests like a blight 
upon their character, and paralyszes all 
progress in their country, and also the 
terrible venality which corrupts the en- 
tire system of their Government, 
rendering it unsound to the verywecore. He like- 
wise acknowledges that the upper classes, and 
especially the officials, ‘* sometimes drink spirit 
as though it was water; and that the Turkish 
soldier, when exasperated by what he regards as 
an insult to his creed, conducts himself like a 
fanatical madman. Yet these and other weak- 
nesses he excuses because they are common to 
humanity, or because the Turk is, when inflamed 
with wrath, outside his real nature and not 
within it,”—his real nature being gentle and 
kind.

In estimating the value of these opinions, the 
reader must bearin mind that they are ad- 
vanced by an Englishman, an officer in the 
British army, who is above all other men likely 
to the contagion of Russophobism. Col. Baker 
entered Turkey with the advantages of weaith, 
intelligence, and the — of the independent 
Briton. It is not at all strauge that he was able 
60 to manage the affairs in which he was en- 
gaged as to desire an agreeable impression of 
the people witn whom he had to deal. Ale 
notes these impressions with honesty, and is 
sincere in his attempt to make it clear to others 
that they are well founded. He gives an abun- 
dance oi statistics in the course of his work, the 
trustworthiness of which will not be question- 
ed; and, with thcir testimony plainly in view, 
any prejudices which bias his judgment are lia- 
bie te prove harmless. 

Col. Baker prononnces the climate of Turkey 
generally healthy, except in the lowlands in 
certain localities, where ag gt pe in July, 
August, apd September. N of the Balkan 
range the cold is intense in winter. while in 
summer the temperature rises to 96° in the 
shade. Spring’ ns with May and winter in 
November. South of the Balkan, the winter is 
still severe, until the vicinity of the Marmora 
and the Kgean Seas is reached; but the spring 
is earlier and the winter later than in the north- 
ern region. During the summer the air is dry 
and the nights are cool. The mineral wealth of 
the country is very Free but still remains, ow- 
ing to the apathy of Government, undeveloped. 
The vine grows luxuriantly in Turkey, and is 
extensively cultivated; but the wines which 
are manufactured are of indifferent quality, 
owing to the careless manner in which they are 
made. Olives and lemons thrive on the islands, 
at Voloin Thessaly, and in Epirus; but else- 
where the winters are too rigorous for their 
endurance. The culture of silk is decreasing, 
and the manufactories at Salonica, Philippopolis, 
Adrianople, and other places, are said to be un- 
profitable. “‘The general products of Turkey 
might easily be raised to five timestheir present 
amount by some energy and honesty on the 
part of the Government,” is the statement of 
the Colonel; but it must in any case be a 
comparatively stow process, as the habits and

The roads throughout the Empire are for the 
most part mere tracks, impassabie in wet 
weather for wheeled yehicles. The Porte has 
expended millions of dollars in the construc- 
tion of military roads and canals; but, through 
total want of repair, they very soon become 
useless. A network of telegraphs placcs the 
chief towns in communication with each other. 
Distance is estimated in Turkey by the amount 
of time consumed in traversing it, and one 
place is reckoned at so many Aowrs from anoth- 
er. As everything moves at the slowest pace, 
there is a waste of hours over every eindertak- 
ing which to the foreizner is mtensely aggravat- 
ing. In calculating for a journey, an hour's 
space may be counted as three miles. 

The burden of taxation, which is very op- 
pressive, is to be charged, not to the laws, 
which Col. Baker deems fairly just, but to the 
method by which imposts are collected.

On corn it is paid in 
kind, but with other products it is generally

A clever and feeling essay, like the one before 
us, on the life and writings of the remarkable 
woman who was the author of “Jane Eyre,“ 
could not fail to be interesting, although it con- 
tribute to our previous knowledge no fresh 
facts of particular significance. The unique and 
brilliant genius of Charlotte Bronte, the heroic 
patience and strength of her character, and the 
singularly-sorrowful circumstances that envi- 
roned her whole existence and gave it and 
color, make her an object of enticing pity- 
ing attention in any light which may be thrown 
—— her. A biography which has been acknowl- 
ged as a literary masterpiece was produced 
shortly after her death by a gifted woman who 
knew her well; and to the details which this 
presents of a secluded and isolated life every 
additional fragment of intelligence bas been 
eagerly welcomed. 
Some reserve was necessary in writing a 
memoir of Charlotte Bronte while her father 


and husband were still inmates of the desolate 


Rectory of Haworth; and vet little more than 

was revealed to the world by Mrs. Gaskell re- 

mained to be said. The external side of Miss 

Bronte’s experience was varied by scanty inci- 

dents, and has been delineated by her earl 

biographer with tolerable fullness; that whic 
was turned inward to her own heart, and to the 
very few she loved, was so restrained in its ex~ 
pression, and so sacred in its nature, that little 
of it can or should be wrested from the privacy 
in which it has been buried. 

Mr. Reid has been impelled to produce a new 
sketch of the woman and the novelist, more 
from a sentiment of intense sympathy and ad- 
miration than because he had any erto un- 
used sources of information to lay n. He 
was never himself acquainted with Charlotte 
Bronte; but, from a study of her letters written 
to u life-long friend,—the intimate of her girl- 
hood, and the confidant of her thoughts 
and feelings so far as she ever 
them,—aided b the interpretations of 
that friend, he believes he has arrived at a truer 
estimate of her temperament and disposition 
than Mrs. Gaskell obtained from an intimacy 
which was limited to her lateryears. He insists 
chiefly upon the conclusion that Miss Bronte 
was not naturally the sad and morbidly-melan- 
choly woman which she has been depicted, but 
was, on the contrary, cheerful, high-spirited, 
and, in the main, wholesomely happy. 

Notwithstanding all that he asserts, however, 
the passages he cites from jons of her cor- 
respondence now for the first time published, 
confirm the popular opinion that her life was 
continually enfolded in dark shadows, which 
baffled to the last her courageous efforts to dis- 
sipate or serenely endure them. Had Miss 
Bronte and her brother and sisters been born 
with atendency to light-heartedness, it is im- 
possible that this should not have been obliter- 
ated in their childhood by the. lonelv ard de- 

ressing conditions to which they were sub- 
jected. But the erratic, passionate, unbalanced 
character of the ather compels the 
conviction thd his children received an 
inheritance of traits that conflicted effectually 
with the enjoyments drawn from ordinary pur- 
suits and habits. The Bronte family were 
doomed to peculiar sorrows by their birth. The 
insanity of genius, developed im most eccentric 
and intractable forms, fatally infected them; 
and it is probable that the most favorable situ- 
ation in life would have been powerless to 
tect them against the mischief that was potent 
in its germs. 

Tne monograph of Mr. Reid is accompanied 
with a portrait of the Rev. Patrick Bronte, whose 
real name of Prunty was ed during bis 
youth to Bronte at the 1 — of the gentle- 
man who befriended and educated him. it also 
contains different views of the Haworth church 
and parsonage, and of the village iteellf.

THE HELIOTYPE PROCESS. 

Among the modern discoveries which have 
been applied to the reproduction of valuable 
works of art, the Heliotype process ranks high, 
perhaps highest. This process, invented in 
1855, has since been developed and perfected, 
Gelatine, mixed with bichromate of potash, has 
the property of being so acted upon by light 
passing through a photographic neg- 
ative, that its pores become entire- 
ly, partially, or not at all closed, 
according to the amount of light. By mixing 
alum with this bichromated gelatine, and dry- 
ing it on plates, in the dark, by artificial heat, 
a parchment-like sheet is produced, hard enough 
to print from} and, by exposing it, as above 
mentioned, to light, its surface becomes so 
varied as exactly to reproduce the marks of the 
engraver and the etcher. The cheapness of the 
method can be readily seen.

A 
little more than thirty years . the pre- 
Raphaclitism of Germany, led by Overbeck and 
Cornelius, was followed by a smilar movement 
in England. The main idea of the English 
schoo! was the faithful imitation of Nature, even 
to the minutest details, in opposition to long- 
established conventional rules of art. 
Holman Hunt, Millais, Rosetti, and 
their followers, met with much wonder 
ridicule, and opposition, and sometimes pushed 
their extreme opinions beyond the verge of 
good judgment, they cannot complain of being 
unappreciated or unsuccessful. unt, now 50 
years of age, and Millais, now 48, have won both 
fame and wealth. They have themselves 
given up the extreme mannerism which 
marked their early works; and the opposition 
which their opinions and style at first encoun 
tered has changed to a general acknowledgment 
that they have done good to art by leading its 
devotees to greater truth, originality, simoplici- 
ty, and earnestness. Like the Lake School of 
poets, which England possessed early in this 
century, the pre-Raphaeclites started with the 
principle that Idealism should be put aside, and 
only Nature, in every mood, even ugly and re- 
pulsive, be limned y her worshipers. It was 
told of Holman Hunt that he traveled to far 
Palestine just to paint a real Eastern goat in a 
real Eastern wilderness, for his allegorical 
picture of “The Sca ¢”’; and it is 
said of Millais that he had spent three 
months in ay reproducing an old 
wall mantled y lichens ‘ for his 
** Huguenot Lover.“ But, like, Wordsworth and 
his iellow-poets, our studious and serene young 
painters found that, to be really true to their 
own inspirations, they must paint the ideal as 
well as the real; and that landscape-painting, 
especially, is the interpretation as well as the 
imitation of Nature. 

The Heliotypes offer two of Hunt’s most 
famous pieces, —“ The Light of the World 
and Christ iu the Temple.” The for- 
mer of these, completed in 1854, is now 
in the possession of Keble College, 
Oxford. It represents the Savior, standing un- 
der a starlit sky, a lantern in His hand, knock- 
ing at a closed, vine-clad gate. His simple 
robs falls in statuesque folds; his 
richly-embroidered mantic is fastened with 
a jeweled clasp; the crown of thorns 
upon his brow is 7 upheld by a golden 
crown,—he is both King and teacher; but in 
his pure sad face there is a fear that, though he 
knocks, the door will not be opened.

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 


FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO, 

Tue LINDEN FAMILY, AND THE FLAX FAMILY. 
We have only one species of the Linden Family, 
or Tiliacea, in our flora, and that is the handsome 
tree commonly called, the Basswood (Tilia 
Americana). In May or June it is covered with 
fragrant, cream-colored flowers, which yieid 
rich stores of nectar and pollen to the busy bee 
for manufacture into honey and for the nour- 
ishment of its young. The wood of the tree is 
valuable as timber, being light, soft, smooth- 
grained, and not liable to be worm-eaten. It is 
much used by carvers in ornamental work, and 
also makes a fine charcoal for the manufacture 
of gunpowder. There are two species and two 
varieties of the Tilia found in the Eastern and 
Southern United States, and they are the only 
representatives of the family within the territory 
named. in Great Britain there are three spe- 
cies, from one of which, the Linden or Lin 
(Tilia Europwa), the family name of Linnzus, 
the great naturalist, was derived. 

Dr. Carpenter says of the genus Tilia: 
„There are, perhaps, no trees which form so 
beautiful an avenue,—the peculiar mode in 
which the branches arise from the stem and 
meet above, giving them very much the aspect 
of the Gothic columns and arches of a cathe- 
dral; and, when the lover of Nature walks be- 
neath their luxuriant foliage, ‘at dewy eve dis- 
tilling odors,’ he feels them to constitute a fit 
— for the worship oi Nature's God.“ They 
are wortay of a place among our ornamental 
trees,—their noble and graceful forms; sweet- 
smelling flowers, swi g in light clusters from 
a stem having a broad bract attached, which acts 
like a sail in bearing the ripened fruit abroad on 
the winds; and pretty, heart-shaped leaves, 
forming altogether a rare combination of at- 
tractive features. 

The Tiliacez include above 350 1 most 
of which inhabit the Tropics, and pink or 
white flowers. They vary in their habit of 
growth, from the lowly herb to the lofty tim- 
ber-tree. Those which arc peculiar to the north- | 
ern portions of both hemispheres belong to the 
latter class.

— Avrona, III., June 14. —Dear Physician of The 


Home: I am trying very hard to make, not 
ruin,“ my girls. Now please be practical and 
definite, and tell me what I Schall do, for instance, 
with my 5-year-old, who, with no great amount of 
strength and endurance, overtaxes herself daily in 
her play; who for the first eight or ten months of 
her life didn't eat s thing but mother-milk, and as 
soon as she learned to climb got on the tea-table 
and took possession of the sugar-bow!l and butter- 
dish, and from that day to this I have kept her use 
of them moderately reasonable only by dint of con- 
stant warfare. (You can't know all that means, 
unless you've tried it.) Her craving for them to- 
day is as strong as ever. Oat-meal, corn-meal, 
garham, graniola, cracked wheat, and whole wheat, 
prepared in all ways, I offer my children, and they 
will not eat thereof, unless, indeed, itis prepared 
in euch a way as to become more hurtful than the 
food it supplants. For instance, if oat-meal 
mush is fried in butter and covered with sirup, 
they like it! Whoisto blame. and where is the 
remedy? Iseethe same conundrum raising its 
head in a dozen familige. The mother, poor thing, 
does her best. fights more foes and wine more bat- 
tles than was ever dreamed of in man's philosophy, 
but her iittle ones die or grow up to unhealthy 
maturity, and she ie the sole cause! Children are 
not machines; they have individual tastes, and 
desires, and opinions, same as big folks; and 
if you deal with children (in any er way than 
on paper) you are obliged to consult those individ- 
ual tastes, desires, and opinions, more or less. 
You cannot force a child to eat oat-meal that is 
nauseous to it, even if you are convinced it is bet- 
ter for it than the white bread butter that is 
delightful to its exasperating little palate.

TO COLOR HAIR. 
To the Editor af The Tridune. | 

Jouret, III., June 13, —Questioner, of Edenville, 
Ia., asks me for a process for restoring the color of 
the hair; a preparation free from sugar of lead. 
There are a number of lotions extensively adver- 
tised and sold under the name oft Hair Restorers, 
„Hair Rejuvenators,” ife of the Hair, ete., 
which purport to restore the color and improve the 
growth of the hair. The active agent of all these 
preparations is lead combined with sulphur, and 
this, by frequent application, darkens the hair. 
In the majority of cases, probably, a moderate use 
of such a lotion would be unattended with mis- 
chief, but it ie worth remembering that palsy has 
been known to be produced by the long- continued 
use of cosmetics containing lead. I will givea 
process for gradually darkening the hair without 
the use of lead, and much better than any that can 
be bought at the perfumers. 

Take of green sulphate of iron twenty grains, 
distilied verdigris six grains, good white wine one 
fourth imperial pint; perfume with eau de cologne. 
The above will iron mold linen if permitted to 
come in contact with it. Apply by dipping the 
comb into the tonic and combing it into the hair, 
alter the hair bas been freed from all greasy sub- 


stances. 

I do not thihk tinctare of from ie used to any 
great extent for coloring the hair. It would not be 
of any benefit to the hair, and might injure it; it 
would depend upon the quantity used. 

I have never known of any bad effects following 
the use of lotions containing black tea. 

Here is a hair-tonic which contains black tea: 
Scald two ounces of good black tea with one galien 
of boiling soft water; strain and add three ounces 
glycerine, and bay rum one quart; mix well by 
ebaking, and then perfume to suit. Apply as di- 
rected in the above tonic. 

Depilatories are not necessarily dangerous if used 
carefully. They should never be applied where 
there is an ebrasion of the skin, or when the skin 
has been irfitated. If the smarting is acute, it 
should be removed at once, and only apply it to a 
small space at once. Wash clean and apply sweet 
cream. 

For removing moles or birthmarks, croton oil 
under the form of pomade or ointment, and tartar 
emetic, ander the form of paste or plaster. The 
following is the mode for useing the latter: Taxe 
tartar emetic in impaipable powder, fifteen grains; 
soap paste, one drachm; and beat them to a paste. 
Apply to nearly a line inthickness (not more), and 
cover the whole with strips of gummed paper. In 
four or five days eruption or suppuration will set 
in, and, inafew days after, leave a slight scar. 
Croton oil ointment effects the same, but less com- 
pletely unless separated, by producing a pustuiar 
eruption, which, however, does not permanently 
mark the skin.

OITL-STOVES, ETC.

Curcaao, June 15.—If any experienced mother 
will tell me of satisfactory results from using con- 
densed milk for babies. and give directions for 
using it, I shall be very grateful. I have prepared 
it several ways; baby does not like it, but prefers 
the milk furnished by our milkman, which I am 
afraid 1s anything but pure. 

Mrs. Montague, of Janesville, makes an inquiry 
in last Saturday's Home regarding oil-stoves,—a 
subject of great interest to me, and should be to 
everybody who does her own work, or is desirous of 
keeping her house free from the heat of the ordinary 
stove or range. We have had one in use in our 
house for the past four weeks, and have not used 
our coal-sidve, except on washing-days, since its 
arrival. It ie worth far more than its cost for use 
on ironing-days only. On that terrible day we 
have no heat through the house. and, better still, no 
heat in the kitchen to burn one up. such as we 
have always had when heating the irons on the old 
stove. It may seem exaggeration to those who 
have not tried it, but I can broil steake nicer and 
better on our oil-stove than is possible over a coal 
or wood fire, and without any smell being com- 
municated to the meat. In fact, you would 
not know, from any smell it created, that there 
was a drop of kerosene in the house during the en- 
tire time we have had it. I have yet to discover a 
single thing that can de done on a coal-stove that 
I cannot do as well or better on my little com- 
fort. Ibake bread and roast meat in the oven 
just as well as in the old stove, and when it comes 
to Graham gems, or, hardest of all, cream puffs, 
it pute the old stove entirely in the shade. I write 
in strong terms, because I feel that everybody 
should know how much comfort we can take 
during the coming hot months by using one of 
these stoves, and how much discomfort she and 
her family can be spared by not having her house 
heated like an oven by the ordinary stove or range. 
I would not part with it, if another could not be 
obtained, for four times ite cost. I trust Mrs.

The Etiquette and Composition of the Noon- 
Meal. 
Harper's Bazar. | 

Luncheon hae with many of as now/taken the 
place of the noon-mea! which used to be the dinner 
of bur ancestors. It is an et meal, although 
one without ceremony, and the table is to be boun- 
titully sepoiied for it. The children of the family 
are allowed to come tothe table then; itis naually 
their dinner hour, and it is right to attend to their 
manners then and there; but at grand lancheons, 
where guests are especially and ceremoniously in- 
vited, they are not admitted. 

The usual hour fer luncheon is at 1 in the after- 
noon. The tablets laid 80 as to allow people to 
wait upon themsetves in great measure, although 
much as for dinner, for the mall knives 
and forks, with or apkins, as one pleases, 
and with s sa Water, and whatever is re- 
quired. but all the dishes, hot and cold and sweet, 
are put an at the same time. 

At luncheon there is no order of going in, as at 
dinner; a gentleman does not take a lady, but all 
go along informally when it is announced, some- 
times the bostess going first herself and others 
following, aad the rest dropping in as they are 
ready. All the strict ceremony accompanying din- 
ner is carefully avoided at lunchcen. oF course, 
when it is an elaborate affair of invited guests, the 
arrangements are more formal. * 

Every one site at the table. In the usual home 
luncheon, however fine, the servants leave the 
room after seeing that every one is once helped, 
although at grand luncheons they remain, —leaving 
usually because, with the informality and free con- 
versation allowed by the luncheon, their presence 
is undesirable. In private life the luncheon may 
be as rich or as simple as it is thought best. Bread 
and butter and tea, with cold meat, and honey or 
some sweetmeat, are a sufficiently suitable lanch- 
eon, even if one ia surprised at it; but where there 
are gucet& Where itis desired to make a better ap- 
——. here there is wealth and an — 2 

ishment to be properly vi up, a much choicer 
bill of fare will be presented. 

Luncheon-parties have of late years become 
quite popular. They are not so solemn as dihner- 
parties, and they require very much less care, while 
their errors are not irretrievable, as in the latter, 
and they afford opportunity of meeting people who 
may be engaged elsewhere at dinner or for the 
evening. But it has aleo become a fashion to gire 
luncheon-parties where the guests are exclusively 
ladies. They arc, of course, pleasant. The guests, 
who at other luncheons wear their hats, at these 
lay them off and arein handsome demi-toilette. 
Everything is devoid of restraint, and when lunch- 
eon is announced the dishes are found to be those 
which best pleases the feminine palate. The pres- 
encewf ladies alone presupposes that their hus- 
bands are occupied by busimess and other duties 
and pleasures, and that the ladies find it necessary 
to make their own pleasure. But as society is com- 
posed of ladies and gentlemen, anything that sep- 
arates the sexes, as if the companionship of either 
alone were more enjoyable, can — be injurious, 
for it always tends, if ever so slightly, to degener- 
ate the behavior of both parties. We have nevor 
attended one of these luncheon-partics of ladies 
merely, however pleasant, without a certain sense 
of degradation, as if we were a gathering of the 
members of various harems to whom the society 
of the other sex is forbidden; and their custom 
seems to us essentially low-bred. Nevertheless, 
they are at presentafashion, although probably a 
fleeting one; but the rules that regulate their table 
do not differ inany appreciable degree from those 
of other luncheons, 

A very suitable luncheon for quite a number will 
be made with cold salmon at one end of the table 
and cold lamb at the other, with ham and chicken 
salad at either side of the central ornament of 
flowers and fruit, going down the table, and cold 
fowland game pie on either side of it, going 
ecross; on the side at one end will bea tart, op- 
posing water-ices; Charlotte-Russe at the other, 
opposing ice-cream; dishes of lobster salad at the 
upper right-hand and lower left-hand corners: of 
strawberries and cherries in the corresponding 
places; cream plain and Mim custards, blane- 
manges, jellies, candies, will fil! up the interven- 
ing spaces, and bread and butter in wafer slices 
will be passed, with tea and coffee, and all the 
wines thought best, or, preferably to the latter. a 
large china bowl of claret punch may stand upon 
the sideboard for those who choose to take it. A 
lady will always be careful in the matter of wine 
and punch, not aitogether from fear or principle 
either, but because, as a point of etiquette, it is 
not cted that a young lady will have her glass 
refilled, and to do so confesses that she is not 
young, but is one habituated to the pleasures of the 
table, and causes her to be deg by gentlemen 
as more animal than spiritual, rots herof some- 
thing of her bloom, —in fact, and gives her a lower 
level.

The theory of the French archeologists, that one 
of the lost hands of the coddess held the apple of 
Parit, and the other her drapery, which has fallen 
to her waist, —a theory which has been defended in 
folios of learned criticism, —will have to be aban- 
doned, if the story of our Charge d' Affaires at 
Athens is true. Of the two arms lately discovered 
on the island of Melos, and supposed to belong to 
the Venus found there m 1820, one holds a kind 
of disk or shield. a mirror, it has been suggested, 
as becomes the goddess.
